lows: On a given day each year forty or fifty (in large parishes one hundred @) 

member of the congregation, and hand % 
each wage-earner fifty-two double apartment envelopes, and receive their 
pledge to contribute a stipulated amount each week for the expenses of the 
parish and for benevolences. 


Let us see how this would work out in a Catholic parish of 300 families, 
without a single member feeling it. In each family there would be an aver- 
age of at least two contributors. Let us now suppose that one-half of these 
gave ten cents each week towards the parish collection, and five cents towards 
benevolences; thatthe other one-half gave five cents towards each. The rages 
would be $45. 00 a week, or $2,340 a year for the parish, and $30.00 week! 7S 
$1,560.00 towards benevolences. Now the benevolences might be divided—20 
per cent for Home Missions, 20 per cent for Foreign Missions, 10 per cent for 
parish charities or Catholic literature, and 50 per cent divided among the causes 
for which diocesan or national collections are taken up. In figures the division 
would be: $304.00, $304.00, $152.00, and $760.00, respectively, after paying $40 
for the bi-pocket envelopes. 


You will note that I have suggested the minimum which the people 
might pledge. If priests preferred only a monthly bi-pocket envelope collec- 
tion, this would be equally effective by every member contributing. 

The Benefits: There would be no longer a church-support problem, no 
money sermons, no extra collections. The missions would be well supported; 
the priest could give all his time to things spiritual, laymen would be enlisted 
mn soul-saving, would be the parish census-takers, and would become mutually 
acquainted, parish socials could be made purely sociable rallies, and religion
